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Continuation of 3: Applicant has amended independent claim 1 to specify that a processor stores the intermediate data corresponding to a 
document to be printed. Applicant also has amended independent claim 12 to specify that a printer prints the document. Applicant has also 
added claim 21 to specify that the printer driver converts the intermediate data received from the spooler into the printing data according to 
font or color before inspecting if the error has occurred, and if the error has occurred, the intermediate data stored in the storage unit is 
loaded into the control unit, and the printer driver receives the loaded intermediate data from the control unit and converts the received 
intermediate data regardless of the font or color.
